ASHINGTON, Oct. 
Trucks transporting 
freight on the public high- 
ways are apparently steadily | 
increasing in number, but 
the width of most roads in 
the national system suf- 
ficient to accommodate them 
without serious difficulty, 
according to the Bureau of 
Public Roads, Department of 
Agriculture. 

There are now 625,000 miles of 
surface roads in the United States, 
the majority of which conform to 
the generally accepted standard 
width of twenty feet, it was stated. 
This width, it was pointed out, is 
adequate to accommodate practi- 
cally all traffic, with the excep- 
tion of a few congested districts. 
The highways between New York 
and Boston and New York and 
Philadelphia, which are now being 
used intensively by trucks for freight 

| transportation, were given as exam- 
, ples of the few districts requiring 
immediate attention. 


lowing recommendations for width of 
|roadway surface, which were arrived 
at after an intensive study of high- 
| way traffic in the regional area of 
Cleveland: 

1. The roadway surface for all 
'two-lane roadways should be 20 
| feet. exclusive of space for parked 
vehicles. Roadways of 19-foot width 
| in good co1dition are classed as sat- 
'jsfactory, but these should be wid- 
jened to a minimum of 20 feet as 
rapidly as conditions permit, except 
in the case of extremely light traf- 
fic routes where the widening is 
i less urgent 

2. Normal distribution of traffic 
requires an even number of traffic 
lanes. When the volume of traffic 
exceeds the capacity of a two-lane 
roadway a four-lane roadwav (ap- 
proximately 40 feet), exclusive of 
space for parked vehicles, is recom- 
mended 

The three-lane roadway is 
found satisfactory in a few cases 
where there are very pronounced 
peak periods of traffic in alter- 
| nate directions at different peri- 
| ods of the day, and particularly

Unless the new owners decide to 
alter the bus-buying policy followed 
since traction officials first adopted 
motorized vehicles here four years 
ago, there appears no doubt as to 
who will get the new business. Vir- 
tually all of the 200 buses and 
coaches already in service are White

First Order May Be 200 Buses 

Although official announcement 
of the expansion program will be 
withheld until the company’s an- 
nual stockholders’ meeting early 
next year, it was learned that tenta- 
tive plans call for an initial pur- 
chase of 200 single deck de luxe 
coaches. Later purchases, as addi- 
tional lines are inaugurated, to- 
gether with garage facilities, equip- 
ment and intangibles, will approxi- 
mate $4,000,000, it was said 

Decision to lace Greater Cleveland 
with bus lines was seen as an indi- 
cation that the company has defi- 
nitely adopted motorized service on 
a big scale as a substitute for fur- 
ther surface railway extensions. 

Results of an exhaustive sur- 
vey made for the company by the 
engineering firm of Parsons, Klapp, 
Brinkerhoff & Douglas, traction 
experts, were said to show that 
bus operation in the metropolitan 
area could be projected in a large 
way more profitably and with 
greater convenience to patrons 
than by rail. 

In some instances, the motor lines 
will be substituted for existing sur- 
face lines, while in others entirely 
new routes will be charted. None 
of the bus lines will be used to “pio- 
neer’’ in sparsely populated areas, 
however. Experiments here have 
shown how costly this is and im- 
practical. 

Mass Transport Not Planned 

Neither will the company attempt 
to furnish motor facilities for mass 
transportation. The new lines will 
be inaugurated in districts where 
convenience, comfort and speed are 
prime requisites of the users and 
where a compensatory fare can be 
collected 

Mass transportation in the metro- 
politan area will be left to surface 
street car lines and to the new 
Nickel Plate rapid transit electric 
lines which the Van Sweringens plan 
to operate into Cleveland's new 
Union Terminal January 1. 

The bus fleet will serve as feederg 
to rapid transit station points, 
drawing on suburbs east of the city, 
as well as entering territory outside 
the high speed electric zone 

Four years ago, when seven bus 
routes were inaugurated here by 
the traction company, the financ- 
ing problem was serious. Under 
terms of its franchise, the com- 
pany is rigidly controlled by the

A light in the fact that several of the body companies 


are increasing production. This is not done unless orders 
are increasing steadily and is clear evidence that motor car 
manufacturers are making ready for good business in the 
near future. 

Much has been said about the decline in motor car pro- 
duction this fall, but a survey of the plants shows that the 
decline not greater than former years. Of course the 
great bulge in output came during the spring months and 
it natural that there should be a falling off the latter 
part of the year. 

Companies make up cars to meet dealer requirements 
and sometimes they overshoot the mark, as has been done 
this year in some quarters. This, however, does not mean 
that there is a heavy surplus of motor cars in storage at 
various points around the United States. 

A number of manufacturers agree that a supply suit- 
able for the requirements of dealers would be about thirty 
days. This would be ideal, but it is almost impossible to 
keep the supply constantly at this stage. Sometimes the 
supply will be for sixty days. This, however, is the limit. 

Then, too, there has been some talk in Detroit this fall 
about manufacturers forcing automobiles on dealers. As 
far as this is concerned, I have been unable to find a stated 
case in point, although I have run down a great many of 
these rumors, It may be true there has been pressure at 
some points to make dealers take cars. However, the ma- 
jority of the manufacturers see the folly of making dealers 
buy more motor cars than they can sell. It always makes 
bad business and eventually the manufacturer suffers. 

I venture to say here and now that conditions as regards 
production will be changed a year from this date. Output 
at the factories will be heavier during the fall months. This 
will be brought about principally because there will not be 
as heavy a bulge in the spring market. Another big con- 
tributing factor is that the replacement market wi!l be much 
heavier towards the latier part of 1930. 

Then, too, still another factor that few people have 
begun to realize is that a smaller number of new models wil 
be announced during July, August and September. The 
trend towards announcement of new cars is stepping back- 
wards towards the first of every year. This year four or 
five companies (and these are the larger ones) which 
formerly announced cars during August are holding off 
until January 1. 

All of these conditions have tended to slow automobile 
output this fall. Several of these contributing factors will 
be eliminated next year and a more steady output of motor 
cars is foreseen through the entire twelve months.

DRIVE TO ENFORCE NEW 
DEALER LICENSE LAW: 


Chicago, Oct. 22.—State police 
have inaugurated a campaign to 
enforce the new law governing 
@ealer license plates for new motor 
vehicles traveling through Illinois 
in what is known as “drive-aways.” 
The act was passed at the last 
session of the Legislature and be- 
came effective July 1. 

Under the old law it was permis- 
sible to use dealer plates. showing 
them on the front and rear cars of 
the cavalcade. Now, however, each 


car must be equipped with a num- 
ber. The new law does not abolish 
the dealer’s license plates, 
are still necessary on demonstrators. 
but makes it 
“arive-away” without them. 

The method now pursued is for 
the dealer to obtain from the secre- 
tary of state as many sets of dealer 
plates as he needs. These are good 
for the calender year. Then, when 
he wants to make a 
he notifies the secretary of state 
and is issued the number of transit 
permits required. These are stickérs 
and are to be attached to the wind- 
shield of each car. They are good 
for tnirty days from date of issue, 
and may be used as many times as 
the dealer desires within that pe- 
riod. The cost to the dealer is 25 
cents for each such transit permit, 
payable to the secretary of state

Finally it 
lands in the paint shop and after 
that it comes to the used car de- 
partment for tires and a thorough 
cleaning. It is then ready for the 
selling price to be set upon it and 
it is placed on the floor for sale. 

Mr. Peters feels that the large 
success which this company has had 
in disposing of its used cars has been 
due to the satisfactory condition in 
which each car is put before it is 
offered to the public, as weld as the 
really attractive prices at which 
they are offered.

Liners are carried in the daily 
papers offering some especially good 
cars at attractive prices. A classi- 
fied advertisement is run each Sat- 
urday, and in addition about once a 
month ‘a big display advertisement 
is carried in the local papers 

All this advertising helps, of 
course, but to have sold on an aver- 
age of ninety-nine cars each month 
with scarcely a complaint to record 
against a sale, is somewhat of an 
achievement. And Mr. Peters says 
that the Biscayne-Chevrolet Com- 
pany does this because of the fine 
system of putting a car completeiy 
in shape before offering it for sale 

The big obstacle this company 
finds in its used car business is dis- 
posing of the large cars that con- 
sume so much gasoline and oil and 
call for the more expensive types of 
tires.
